All you have to do, then, is to 
build a fire of green wood every 
morning and every night. 

Potatoes are bedded down in 
mid-March, and the resulting slips 
are set out the last of April. 

We went to one of the beds 
from which the thousands of slips 
had been gathered. The old pota- 
toes were still in there, a few late 
slips making the bed green. 

The potatoes, imbedded there 
since mid-March, were as firm as 
ever, without a single rotten spot, 
and could have-been cooked and 
eaten. 

It meant that Sidney Lowrey 
really had disease-free potatoes, 
and his slips in the field were dis- 
ease-free.

tary servitude) amendments. 

Associate Justice Black, who 
read the five-to-three majority de- 
cision, remanded the case to the 
Chicago court for trial on its mer- 
its and to determine whether spe- 
Rific applications of the law may 
violate the constitution. 

The so-called anti-Petrillo act 
was aimed directly at his string of 
edicts forcing radio stations to 
maintain ‘“‘standby”’ musicians on 
their payrolls. 

The law prohibits coercion of a 
radio station to hire more mus!- 
clans than the management con- 
siders necessary. 

Petrillo defied the law and the 
Government haled him into the 
court at Chicago where Federal 
Judge Walter J. La Buy declared 
the law unconstitutional and dis- 
missed the case.
